Tho Hall brothers lived at Pino 
Ciencga, N. M., whore they were in

business. 
They

gained the ill will of severaiof the 
largo cattlo companies and an ef- 
fort wasimade to drive them fronj 
the country, becauso it was claimed 
thoy 
wore 
continuously 
stealing 
cattle. 
Continuous 
quarrels

cured between the Hall 
outfit and 
tho 
employes of the 
company's, 
which finally resulted in a running 
fight and tho arrest of three of the 
Hall's but they were not convicted. 
Just previous to the fight, Dick 
and Bob Hall 
started 
from Pino 
Ciencga to go to 
Tonto 
Basin in 
search of a new 
range 
for their 
cattle, riding what were claimed to 
be stolen horses. 
Thoy were fol- 
lowed by Stovo 
Nixon, 
and Sam. 
Hatch, employes of the Gcbhardt 
Cattle company, and Traylor. 
Tho Hall boys wore last seen at 
Ash Springs and shortly afterwards 
tho horses they had been riding re- 
turned to Pino Cienega, which led 
to the belief that

had 'been 
murdered, 
and searching 
parties 
from Solomanvilloand Now Mexico 
made several unsuccessful searches 
for tho bodies.
